LANSING. — Consumers Power 
Company Friday, asked the Mich- 
igan Public Service Commission 
for permission fo make a 19% re- 
duction in its electric space heat- 
ing rates to residential customers. 

Under the proposed new resi- 
dential rate, cost for electric space 
heating to the Company's 3,200 
users of this service would be re- 
duced about 75 thousand dollars a 
year, John W: Kluberg, Vice Pres- 
ident, said.

HISTORY OF JACK PINE - CRAWFORD COUNTY POST OFFICE 


By David C, Colyer 


Jack Pine or Eldorado - both are 
one and the same - first popped in- 
to view up in the green pine woods. 
of northeastern lower Michigan on 
a cold winter’s day in 1885. Jack 
Pine was the second attempt with- 
in a period of three years to es- 
tablish a post office for the people 
living in Ball Township, down in 
the southeast corner of Crawford 
County. The first attempt was 
hopefully named Faith, which saw 
the light of day on September 5, 
1882. The post office was looated 
in the home of Charles M. Jack- 
son, on section 14; with Samuel H. 
Miller being appointed as the first 
‘postmaster. Such importance was 
attached to the success of the office 
that an article concerning its es- 
fablishment “was carried- 
county newspaper the ‘Crawford 
Avalanche”, on October 5, 1882. 
The business of this tiny post office 

ust have been very discouraging, 
for Mr. Miller, after only fifteen 
weeks in office, resigned, and Mr. 
Jackson was appointed postmaster 
on December 15, 1882. The success 
of Faith, however, was not to be, 
for on May 3, 1883, after only eight 


‘months of life, this tiny. backwoods 


post office died. 

To the residents of Ball Town- 
ship the failure of the post office 
at Faith forced them to go over 
to Luzerne, some ten miles to the 
east in Oscoda County; or down

Jack Pine took its name from 
the Jackpine trees that covered 
much of southeastern Crawford 
County. The new postmaster was 
William’ Edwards who had been 
born in England about 1828 and 
had come to America as a young 
man. Not very much is known a- 
bout Mr. Edwards eafly years ex- 
cept. that he lived, at one time, in 
Sioux City, Woodbury County, Io-. 
wa. On November 18, 1864, Mr. Ed- 
wards enlisted at Sioux City in 
Company D of the 8th Iowa In- 
fantry. He must-have seen some 
action; for. on November 17, 1865 
Mr. Edwards was mustered out of 
the army at Montgomery, Mont- 
gomery County, Alabama. 


For some unknown reason Mr. 


Edwards decided to settle in north-. 


‘paved roads ‘its: only a short ridé 


to either town..But, this was 1883, 
not 1964. There were no automo- 
biles, no paved roads, in fact there 
were no-roads at all - just tracks 
through the woods, In the summer, 
one rode a horse or walked. In the 
wwinter,-if the snow wasn’t too deep, 
a horse-drawn sled or a yoke of 
oxen could be. used. But, if the 
snow..was deep, and ‘it ‘often en was 
in those days, a person would have 
to snowshoe into town. Luzerne and 
Roscommon were just too -far..a- 
way. It would: take nearly half ‘a 
day—to-go to” Luzerne “and back: 
Roscommon would eat up almost a 
whole day. True enough, mail only 
came up once a week on the Mack- 
naw Division of the Michigan Cen- 
al—Railread—from— 
part of Bay City) to Roscommon.
